; fj at Shanghai do now actually prohibit by 
TRADE MARKS IN CHINA, 


(Daily Press, November 17th.)> - 

“No progress appears to have been made 
by the Central Government towards issuing 
satisfactory regulations: for the registration 
of trade-marks.” This extract is from the 
British Consular Report on the trade of 
Shanghai, which was presented to Parlia- 
ment last month. China, by Article VII. of 
the Mackay 'l'reaty of 1903, undertook to 
‘establish offices where foreign trade-marks 

_ might be registered on payment of a reason- 
able fee. «Regulations had consequently 
tobe drawn up. In the American Treaty it 
was, stipulated that these should be ‘‘reason- 
able regulations.” In 1904 China published 
what » were described as “ provisional 
regulations” for the registration of 
trade-marks, but many of them were of so 

- unreasonable a character as to render 
-the draft unacceptable ‘to the Powers. 
The counter draft submitted by the 
Foreign, Representatives to the Chinese 
Government in 1905 formed the subject of 
discussion for some time, but towards the 
end of 1906 an entirely new, long and com- 
plicated draft was submitted by the Chinese 

Government. It proved to be almost as’ 
unacceptable as the original draft, and the 
Chinese Government were informed that 
the 1905 draft was considered the document 
on which future negotiations should’ be 
based. Notwithstanding this intimation, a 
revised version of the 1906 draft was:sub- 
sequently submitted by. the Chinese ‘ Gov- 
ernment, but as it still contained many: 
of the objections of the original, ‘the 
Foreign Representatives were unable to 
approve the document and- could only |.

5,000 ‘persons homeless and suffering as a resul 
of the storm. The amount of the damage 
by the blow is at this time incalculable, but 
Captain Jensen states in his wire that the rice 
crop is almost: destroyed. There were no casu- 
alties in the constabulary detachment stationed 
in the town, but the quarters in the cuartel wer 
all unroofed and the records badly .damaged.:

EMPRESS DOWAGER. 


a BRILLIANT SPECTACLE. | 


- No finer tribute has been accorded in more 


than’ a thousand years to the memory. of an 


Empress of China than the magnificence of t e 


funeral of. tHe late Grand Empress Dowager, 
which took place on the 9th inst., says the 
Peking correspondent of the N.-C. Daily News. 
Crowds of foreigners witnessed the procession 
from pavilions erected inside the Tungchihme 
area, At 7 a.m. these pavilions were filled wit! 
onlookers, although the cortége did not pass 
‘until 9.15 a.m. 2 okt F - 
‘The Prince Regent, Prince Ching, the high 
officials of the Waiwupu and the foreign diplo- 
matic representatives preceded the coffin. But 
the members of the Diplomatic Corps retired 
from the procession at the pavilions, Gleams

All arrangements for the funeral were carried 


From the Peking Daily News we learn that 
the Waiwupu drew up two Programmes of 
Ceremonies to be performed by the Diplomatic 
Body. The first related to the visit to the 
Palace arranged for the 6th inst. before the 
removal of the remains of H. M. the late Em- 
press Dowager; the other was for the day of 
the funeral. 1 ie
